The statuette is complete and unrestored, but when originally found was thickly 
encrusted with a deposit of river mud, containing small pebbles and shells, which had 
set to the hardness of cement ; further cleaning could probably be done. 


The attitude of the figure is familiar from many archaic statues, especially those 
on the Acropolis at Athens ; the right hand holds a flower, the left raises the left side 
of the dress, which consists of the Ionic chiton with a short cloak over the right 
shoulder and under the left arm. Each of these garments has a gold-inlaid border 
and crosses inlaid here and there over the surface. The silver diadem is set with 
bosses of semi-precious stones ringed with gold ; the gold ear-rings and double bracelet 
of gold on the left wrist with small pearls ; the eyeballs are of ivory (now discoloured 
and forced a little from their sockets), the pupils are of semi-precious stone. 


This statuette, the only one known in this material, is a fine specimen of Etruscan 
art of about 500 B.c. 


Found in 1946 at Santa Maria in Campis, Perugia with a quantity of Athenian 
pottery of the sixth century.
